According  to  article  2  of  decree  733, 
published  on  the  12th  instant,  "the  govern- 
ment reserves  to  itself  the  tight  to  deduct 
from  guaranteed  interest  due  to  those  com- 
panies not  having  made  the  deposits  required 
of  them,  the  amount  of  the  proportion  fixed 
for  expenses  of  fiscalization. '  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  where  the  government 
gets  its  right  to  do  this,  or  where  it  finds  its 
authority.  Has  the  executive  power  any 
right  whatever  to  promulgate  decrees  which 
overthrow  or  modify  laws  and  contracts  ? 
Or  has  the  legislative  power  the  right  to 
annul  a  contract  formally  celebrated  between 
the  state  and  private  individual,  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  latter  ?  Or,  to  put  it  differently, 
is  not  the  government,  in  all  its  branches, 
bound  to  respect  and  uphold  all  laws  and 
contracts  just  as  much  as  any  private  citizen  ? 
Where  is  the  justice  ol  compelling  the  indi- 
vidual to  observe  and  carry  out  every  clause 
and  condition  of  a  government  contract, 
when  the  government  itself  is  at  liberty  to 
modify  or  annul  at  pleasure  ?  The  govern- 
ment can  not  and  dare  not  defend  such  a 
monstrous  injustice,  and  yet  it  is  calmly 
trying  to  enforce  that  principle  just  as  though 
it  had  every  principle  of  law  and  moralily 
on  its  side,  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
how  many  contracts  are  broken  by  this 
article  2  of  decree  733.  In  one,  to  which 
our  attention  has  been  called,  the  concession 
distinctly  states  :  "  as  despezas  que  sefizerem 
durante  0  prazo  da  fianga  (guarantee)  cor- 
terao  por  conta  do  EstadoP  In  this  the 
government  explicitly  declares  that  the  ex- 
penses of  fiscalization  are  for  account  of  the 
state,  and  as  long  as  the  contract  is  in 
existence  and  as  long  as  justice  endures, 
these  expenses  can  not  be  foisted  upon  the 
company.  If  there  were  an  independent 
judiciary  in  Brazil,  with  a  supreme  court 
like  that  of  the  United  States,  then  these 
executive  aggressions  would  very  soon  be 
set  aside,  but  unhappily  there  is  no  such 
recourse.  In  respect  to  the  foreign  com- 
panies concerned,  who  may  have  specific 
exemptions  from  these  charges  in  their  con- 
tracts, we  trust  they  will  resist  the  imposition 
and  call  upon  their  own  governments  to 
assist  them.  In  so  doing  they  will  not  only 
be  defending  their  own  rights,  but  they  will 
be  rendering  an  incalculably  valuable  ser- 
vice to  Brazil.  The  permanency  of  republi- 
can institutions  in  this  country  demand 
constant  and  vigorous  resistance  to  all  such 
aggressions  as  these.  The  people  must  have 
their  rights  respected  as  well  as  their 
liberties,  but  it  will  never  be  done  until 
they  unite  to  resist  these  violations  of  law 
and  contract  by  the  executive. 


age.  The  company  importing  the  (lour 
being  very  generally  unpopular  in  the  city, 
some  unknown  person  denounced  the  cargo 
to  the  health  board  as  damaged,  although 
some  five  or  six  thousand  barrels  were  in 
perfect  condition.  The  cargo  was  at  once 
embargoed,  and,  by  a  singular  coincidence, 
the  dealers  at  the  very  same  time  put  up 
their  prices.  A  sanitary  commission,  which 
knows  flour  quite  as  well  as  it  knows  Sans- 
crit, went  to  examine  the  cargo,  and  in  its 
report,  condemned  the  300  barrels  damaged 
by  sea-water,  but  asked  for  a  custom-house 
commission  to  examine  the  1,000  barrels, 
as  it  could  not  decide.  The  custom-house 
commission  was  appointed  and  reported 
thai  the  1,000  barrels  could  be  sold  accord- 
ing to  the  custom  of  the  port,  and  added 
that  the  300  barrels  ol  heavy  damage  was 
good  enough  for  making  sea  biscuit.  The 
board  of  health,  however,  refused  to  accept 
this  recommendation  and  condemned  the 
whole  1,300  barrels,  but  granted  permission 
for  its  exportation.  This  loss  therefore  falls 
upon  the  underwriters,  who  find  them- 
selves the  victims  of  an  arbitrary  order  from 
winch  there  is  no  appeal  and  which  is 
against  the  usual  practice  of  the  port.  They 
find  also  that  a  new  risk  has  been  forced 
upon  them— that  of  denunciation  by  un- 
known and  irresponsible  parties  who  may 
wish  to  comer,  or  control,  the  flour  market 
by  obstructing  or  preventing  the  dispatch  of 
arriving  cargoes.  Everyone  knows  the 
power  of  the  empenho,  and  how  easy  it  will 
be  for  unscrupulous  speculators  to  govern 
the  action  of  the  sanitary  authorities. 
Under  these  conditions,  the  underwriters 
may  decide  not  to  insure  any  more  cargoes 
of  flour  for  this  port,  and  as  neither  the 
millers  nor  the  merchants  will  care  to  take 
the  risks  on  their  own  account,  we  may  soon 
find  the  flour  trade  seriously  embarrassed. 
The  sanitary  authorities  should  not  forget 
that  all  such  arbitrary  acts  will  sooner  or 
later  make  their  evil  consequences  felt  in 
the  country  which  permits  them.  Just  and 
fair  dealing  is  a  basts  on  which  all  men  and 
all  nations  can  meet,  and  when  a  people 
get  outside  of  that  the  evil  will  in  good  time 
rest  upon  their  own  shoulders. 


Our  attention  has  been  called  to  an 
occurrence  here  which  may  possibly  lead  to 
serious  injury  to  the  commerce  of  this  port. 
A  short  time  ago  a  vessel  arrived  here  with 
a  cargo  of  flour,  some  of  which  had  been 
damaged.  It  has  long  been  the  custom  in 
this  port  to  rate  stains  on  the  barrel  as 
"light  damage"  on  which  a  discount  of 
2$ooo  is  allowed,  the  contents  being  in 
reality  in  perfect  condition.  In  case,  how- 
ever, of  sea-water  damage,  in  which  the 
contents  of  the  barrel  are  slightly  injured, 
the  damage  is  assessed  as  "heavy"  and  a 
discount  of  4$ooo  is  allowed,  although 
only  a  few  pounds  of  the  flour  may  be 
"caked"  by  the  water.  The  survey  of  the 
cargo  in  question  showed  about  a  thousand 
barrels  light  and  about  three  hundred  (we 
do  not  use  the  exact  numbers)  heavy  dam- 


The  deposition  of  the  governor  of  Ceava 
Inst  week  by  the  students  of  the  military 
school  at  Fortaleza,  the  row  which  has 
arisen  over  the  attempt  to  depose  the  gov- 
ernor of  Amazonas,  in  which  several  mili- 
tary and  naval  officers  have  openly  declared 
themselves  against  the  course  pursued  by 
the  government,  and  the  news  received  from 
Matto  Grosso  of  the  forcible  deposition  of 
the  governor  of  that  state,  are  all  in  har- 
mony with  the  false  and  vicious  doctrine 
advanced  by  the  Floriano  patty  that  the 
state  governments  are  so  closely  allied  with 
the  central  government  that  the  resignation 
of  the  President  of  the  republic  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  dissolution  of  the  slate 
governments  also.  In  some  slates  this 
absurd  idea  has  been  carried  so  far  as  to 
include  the  dissolution  of  the  legislature. 
the  suspension  of  the  state  constitution  and 
even  the  deposition  of  all  the  petty  muni- 
cipal governments.  A  more  absurd  idea 
never  could  have  been  conceived,  and  as 
long  as  it  endures  a  federal  republic  will  be 
an  utter  impossibility  in  this  country.  It 
is  idle  to  argue  that  the  deposed  governors 
all  supported  Gen.  Deodoro,  for  they  had 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  matter.  In 
a  federal  republic  the  two  governments 
should  be  kept  distinct,  and  the  states 
should  let  the  political  acts  of  the  national 
executive  severely  alone.  Adhesions  in 
such  matters  are  gross  absurdities,  fully  as 
absurd  and  mischievousas  thesedepositions. 
In  the  matter  of  these  continued  state  revo- 
lutions, the  national  government  ought  to 
have  foreseen  that  110  political  advantage  is 
to.be  secured  which  can  in  even  the  slightest 
degree  compensate  for  the  disorder,  false 
precedent  and  loss  of  credit  which  must  en- 
sue. It  will  be  impossible  to  restore  confi- 
dence in  the  country  just  as  long  as  these 
things  occur.  No  capital  will  come  into  a 
country  where  a  revolution  is  to  be  expected 
every  three  months,  and  where  every  new 
government  feels  itself  at  liberty  to  annul 
everything  its  predecessor  had  done.  Such 
a  state  of  things  shows  that  anarchy  has 
usurped  the  place  of  order,  petty  intrigue 
that  of  law,  and  violence  that  of  legal 
action.  There  can  be  no  security  for  life 
and  property  in  such  a  country,  no  con- 
fidence in  the  stability  of  any  contract  or 
law,  no  credit  either  for  the  state  or  indi- 
vidual. An  orderly,  progressive  govern- 
ment under  such  conditions  is  an  absolute 
impossibility,  and  the  sooner  the  men  res- 


ponsible for  the  present  situation  under- 
stand this,  the  better.  There  is  no  patriotism 
in  these  petty  intrigues,  and  there  are  no 
other  results  than  debt  and  disorder.  The 
military  must  let  political  affairs  ttlone  and 
stop  its  ignorant,  selfish  meddling  with  civil 
institutions,  and  the  people  must  make  up 
their  minds  to  entrust  their  afiairs  to  men 
of  character,  responsibility  and  experience. 
Until  this  is  done,  we  shall  have  nothing 
better  than  the  anarchy  which  is  now  rapid- 
ly ruining  the  country. 


SAO  PAULO  RAILWAY.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Rio  News  t 

Sir, -In  your  publication  of  the  16th  inst.  one 
of  your  leading  articles  was  devoted  to  calling 
attention  to  llic  sanitary  state  of  Santos,  and  in  it 
allusions  were  made  to  the  Sao  I'aulo  railway 
which  it  Is  necessary  perhaps  to  o  >rrect  for  those 
of  your  readers  who  are  not  dwellers  in  that  city, 
ami  are  therefore  not  acquainted  with  the  occur- 
rences alluded  to  in  your  article  above  named,  but 
who  may  nevertheless  lie  interested  from  one 
reason  or  other  in  what  passes  there. 

First,  allow  me  then  to  say  that  your  informant 
has  not  fairly  stated  the  case. 

In  regard  to  the  special  trains  to  enable  business 
men  to  sleep  in  S.  I'aulo,  when  suggested,  the 
proposal  «  as  readily  agreed  to,  but  with  previous 
experience  to  guide  in  sucli  matters,  and  in  order 
to  know  how  many  daily  travellers  were  likely  to 
avail  themselves  of  such  a  convenience  the  'pro. 
poser  undertook  to  ascertain  the  number  which  he 
at  the  moment  estimated  to  be  from  fifty  to  sixty 
that  could  be  considered  certain. 

Some  three  weeks  passed  during  which  time 
nothing  more  was  heard  of  the  subject.  Great 
efforts  were  made  and  the  matter  thoroughly  can- 
vassed amongst  the  business  men  with  the  lesult 
ihat  at  the  end  of  that  period,  I  am  told,  nineteen 
persons  were  found  willing  to  go  to  SSo  I'aulo 
daily  if  special  quick  trains  were  put  on  for  their 
convenience. 

On  a  previous  occasion,  under  identical  circum- 
stances, the  same  facilities  were  asked  for  to  enable 
business  men  to  sleep  in  Siio  I'aulo,  with  the 
difference  that  then  five  persons  were  prepared  to 
do  the  daily  journey  if  the  railway  would  grant 
special  accommodation. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  neither  in 
the  present  nor  in  the  past  has  there  been  a  great 
number  of  people  willing  to  escape  the  risks  of 
sleeping  in  Santos. 

Could  the  Sao  I'aulo  railway  do  more  than  express 
its  readiness  to  give  the  accommodation  if  there- 
were  travellers  forthcoming? 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  the  whole  nineteen 
were  prepared  to  go  to  SSo  I'aulo  daily,  would 
that  warrant  any  railway  company  in  running  a 
special  train  for  their  convenience,  or  would  the 
doing  of  this  have  satisfied  the  exigent  that  the  SSo 
I'aulo  railway  was  relieving  a  city  stricken  to  death 
with  fever? 

Hut  without  these  special  trains  had  not  the  few- 
business  men  desiring  to  sleep  in  Sao  Paulo  all 
reasonable  facilities  in  the  daily  express  leaving 
Santos  at  5  p.m.,  and  the  morning  express  arriving 
in  Santos  at  to  a.m.  ?  Both  these  trains  are  run 
in  the  shortest  time,  which  it  is  impossible  by  any 
means  to  reduce,  so  that  the  persons  travelling  by 
those  trains  have  the  best  the  company  tan  offer, 
in  the  ordinary  way. 

'true,  a  train  limited  to  two  carriages,  having  no 
stoppages,  every  other  train  giving  way  for  it,  can 
gain  25  minutes  between  Santos  and  S,  Paulo  over 
the  ordinary  express,  but  as  a  daily  arrangement 
can  nineteen  passengers  who  pay  the  ordinary 
fares  reasonably  look  for  such  accommodation, 
which  can  only  be  granted  in  detriment  to  the 
other  train  service  ?  I  think  you  will  agree  tint 
they  can  1101. 

Such  a  train  in  a  modified  form  is  now  running 
for  a  few  days  as  an  experiment,  on  the  assurance 
that  many  more  beyond  the  nineteen  persons 
already  named  will  certainly  now  travel.  The 
result  will  of  course  show. 

One  does  not  like  to  believe  that  your  informant 
is  one  of  the  so-called  nineteen  daily  travellers,  who 
may  wish  to  visit  Sao  Paulo  twice  a  week  in  a 
cheap,  quick  and  commodious  way  at  the  expense 
of  the  convenience  of  the  majority. 

But  with  the  utmost  desire  to  do  what  everyone 
feels  it  necessary  to  do  for  the  relief  of  the  suffer- 
ing inhabitants  of  Santos,  the  Sao  I'aulo  railway 
cannot  do  more,  except  for  the  special  few,  than 
wdiat  it  has  lieen  doing  for  years  past. 

Now  with  regard  to  the  "  block  "  in  the  port  of 
Santos  which  you  say  you  have  always  maintained 
the  Sao  Paulo  railway  could  have  done  much  to 
relieve,  I  think  you  ought  in  fairness  to  be  ready 
to  accept  the  evidence  of  those  who  were  specially 
appointed  to  report  upon  this  matter.  The  com- 
mission appointed  by  the  commercinl  body  of  the 
state  of  Sao  I'aulo  visited  Santos;  its  report  has 
been  widely  circulated  through  the  public  press 
and  certainly  there  is  not  to  be  found  in  it  one 
word  that  attaches  blame  to  the  Sao  I'aulo  railway, 
neither  is  there  in  it  any  suggestion  which  could  be 
immediately  acted  upon. 

Ihe  persons  composing  the  commission  were 
competent  men  whose  experience  has  extended 
beyond  Uracil  and  who  were  capable  of  doing 
justice  to  the  subject  they  undertook. 

The  Sao  I'aulo  railway  can  therefore  refer  to 
that  report  as  a  proof  to  the  contrary  of  what  you 
say  you  have  maintained,  though  of  course  no  one 
desires  to  question  your  great  authority  or  that  of 
your  informant  upon  such  matters,  but  there  may 
chance  to  be  s>me  who  would  in  preference  accept 
the  statement  of  responsible  local  men,  1 1  the  irre- 
sponsible declarations  oi  others  who  may  not  have 
given  the  matter  their  special  attention  and  looked 
at  all  sides  of  the  question. 

The  Sao  I'aulo  railway  has  everything  to  gain  in 
public  opini  >n  by  an  unbiased  criticism  of  its 
service. 

By  the  foregoing  remarks  endeavor  has  been 
made  to  state  succinctly  the  case  for  the  Sao 
Paulo  railway,  and  I  hope  that  sufficient  proof  has 
been  adduced  to  show  that  your  special  c  irrespon- 
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dent  wilfully  misled  you  when  stating  that  this 
company  had  refused  to  do  anything  towards 
establishing  a  quicker  train  service  ;  indeed,  were 
further  testimony  needed  in  support  of  this  it 
would  he  found  in  your  first  article  giving  the 
public  notice  that  such  a  train  was  to  be  run,  seeing 
that  such  information  must  have  had  its  origin  in 
something  tangible  and  been  received  from  some 
presumably  reliable  source. 

As  to  the  "block"  in  -Santos  I  hand  you  the 
printed  report  of  the  coinmision  above  referred  to, 
and  this  company's  remarks  on  its  two  suggestions, 
as  their  publication  in  the  newspapers  may  have 
esc.iped  your  observation,  and  as  I  feel  you  desire 
lo  do  justice  to  the  cause  to  which  you  have  so 
freely  opened  your  valuable  space.

THE  PORT  OF  VALPARAISO. 
The  following  statistics  will  furnish  an  idea  of  the 
importance  of  Valparaiso  as  a  seaport,  and  also  ol 
the  loss  of  trade  sustained  by  the  port  during  the 
Idle  civil  war.  In  1X91  there  landed  14,633  pas- 
sengers, against  21,044  in  1S90,  or  a  decrease  of 
6,411  as  compared  with  1890.  The  number  of 
passengers  who  Itft  En  1801  was  12,029,  °r  a  falling 
off,  as  compared  with  1890,0!  3,868.  The  arrivals 
hi  1891  exceeded  the  departures  by  1,704.  The 
shipping  returns  give  the  following  figures:  Arrivals 
in  1891,  1050  vessels  ol  944,499  ions,  as  compared 
with  1,267  vessels  of  1,204,145  tons  in  1890.  The 
departures  in  1891  were  1,022  vessels  of  940,955 
tons,  as  compared  with  1,270  vessels  of  1,203,077 
tons  In  1890.  These  returns  afford  a  pretty  true 
indication  of  the  importance  of  Valparaiso  as  a  sea- 
port, and  it  will  hardly  he  credited  abroad  that  a 
port  which  is  frequented  by  35,000  passengers,  and 
2,000,000  tons  of  shipping  a  year  possesses  only 
one  passenger  pier,  and  that  scarcely  worlhy  of  a 
fishing  village.  Is  there  nobody  here  capable  of 
submitting  to  the  government  a  plan  for  a  floating 
pier,  or  a  pier  of  some  kind,  from  which  passengers 
could  step  into  or  out  of  n  boat  or  a  lender  without 
running  the  risk  of  breaking  their  limbs  or  of  losing 
their  lives  ?  There  is  hardly  a  port  on  the  coast  of 
any  importance  which  cannot  boast  of  better  land- 
ing  accommodation  than  Valparaiso.  Landing  at 
Madras  in  a  catamaran  is  preferable  to  the  risk  of 
landing  at  Valparaiso  pier.  There  is  some  talk  of 
the  government  intending  to  provide  1  fitter  accom- 
modation, but  il  the  agitation  we  have  started  on 
the  subject  is  allowed  to  subside  there  is  a  pos- 
sibility that  the  government's  intention  will  end  in 
talk  and  nothing  more.

Bullets   were 
living  in  all  directions,  but  fortunately  the  wielders 
;  of  the  revolvers  fired  high  and  the  missiles  missed 
!  the  heads  in  the  crowd  and  were  lodged  in  the 
i  walls  opposite.     The  windows  of  the  Creamery 
I  and  of  McClean's  grocery  shop  were  pierced,   but 
I  nobody  was  hurt  at  the  time.     Later  in  the  even- 
ing the  Remington's  of  the  police   took   effect   and 
wounded  several    people  in  the  balconies  of  the 
Radical  club.

la  dealing  with  the  interesting  birth  statistics 
-which  we  publish  in  another  column  to-day,  it 
seems  to  us  that  Ihe  director  genera!  of  the  civil 
registry  has  overlooked  the  most  important 
deduction  of  all,  namely  the  fact  that  68.8  per  cent, 
or  more  than  two-thirds,  of  (he  children  horn  in 
this  republic  have  foreign  blood  011  the  side  of  one 
■or  both  ol  their  parents,  the  number  ol  children 
born  of  Oriental  parents  being  only  31.2  per  cent, 
or  less  than  one-third. 

Unfortunately,  the  statistics  before  us  are  only 
for  the  year  1S90,  and  we  have  not  those  of  any 
previous  years  to  refer  lo,  hut  we  have  no  reason 
'0  suppose  that  the  proportion  is  exceptional  or  has 
varied  substantially  for  many  years. 

These  figures  prove  beyond  all  question 
assertion,  made  by  us  on  more  than  one  previous 
occasion,  that  the  present  .so  called  Oriental 
nationality  is  nil  unstable  quantity  which  is  fast 
changing  its  character.  Indeed  we  could  hardly 
expect  otherwise  when  we  remember  that  for 
at  least  ten  years  the  population  of  the  republic  has 
owed  as  much  for  increase  to  immigration  as  to 
births,  and  that  if  the  republic  is  ever  allowed  the 
development  which  it  deserves,  the  rale  of 
immigration  will  increase  to  eight  or  ten  limes 
what  it  ever  has  been  yet. 

In  fact  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say— nor  do  we 
mean  any  offence  in  saying  it  —  lhat  Oriental 
-nationality  is  at  present  little  more  than  a  legend, 
for  of  two-thirds  or  less  of  the  population  who  can 
claim  birth  on  Oriental  territory,  there  is  a  very 
small  proportion  indeed  who  can  go  back  two 
generations  without  finding  foreign  iriood,  that  is 
to  say,  very  few  indeed  whose  great-grandfathers 
or  great-grandmothers  were  not  foreigners.  And 
-of  me  generation  now  rising,  as  we  see,  two  out 
ot  every  three  are  directly  born  of  foreign  parents 
on  one  or  both  sides. 

Practically  speaking!  then,  Oriental  blood  is  a 
small  and  rapidly  diminishing  factor  in  the  present 
population  of  Ihe  country.  The  present  mixture, 
in  which  European  blood  (though  fully  85  per  cent 
from  Latin  races,  that  is  to  say  Italians,  Spanish 
and  French,  in  the  order  named)  predominates, 
will  go  on,  perhaps,  lor  two  or  three  generations, 
varying  as  the  rate  of  immigration  varies  and 
according  lo  the  more  or  less  rapid  development 
of  the  country.  And  as  it  takes  at  least  two 
generations  to  lose  Ihe  customs  and  traditions  of 
the  original  country  or  race  and  become  thoroughly 
acclimatized,  so  to  speak,  we  may  assume  it  will  be 
fully  fifty  years  hence  before  the  Oriental  assumes 
a  definite  national  type  or  character  of  sufficient 
strength  to  counteract  the  still-continuing  flood  of 
immigration.  What  the  national  type  oi  fifty  years 
hence  will  be  like  and  what  special  characteristics 
it  will  develop,  it  would  he  vain  to  attempt  to 
prophesy,  but  we  may  be  sure  that  the  daily 
increasing  weight  ol  European  influence  will  have 
moulded  it  into  something  very  different  and  more 
cosmopolitan  than  lhat  ol  the  present  day.  Indeed, 
we  may  look  upon  it  as  certain  that  long  before 
then  the  resident  foreigners  will  have  secured  llieir 
proper  share  in  the  administration  of  the  country,  will 
have  rescued  it  from  many  ol  its  present  evils,  and 
will  have  swept  away  the  semi-barbarous  Spanish 
traditions  which  are  doing  so  much  to  hamper  its 
development  at  present.  The  less  there  is  of 
Spanish  tradition  and  the  more  there  is  of  modem 
European  influence,  the  more  rapid  will  be  the 
development.  The  Oriental  of  1950  will  probably 
be  a  thorough  cosmopolitan  not  only  in  blood,  but 
in  manners  and  customs  as  well. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—The  new  United  States  cruiser  Philadelphia 
arrived  at  Montevideo  on  the  6th  and  the  Concord 
on  the  7th  inst. 

—The  January  passenger  and  immigrant  arrivals 
at  Montevideo  from  foreign  ports  numbered  957, 
and  the  departures  683. 

—The  exports  from  Rosario,  Argentina,  during 
January  were  262,376  bags  of  wheat,  7,273  bis.  of 
hay,  367,616  ks.  bones,  [6,453  dry  hides,  1,400 
calf-skins,  375  bis.  wool,  22  do.  hair,  4,459  bags  of 
linseed.  3,149  do  bran,  45  bales  of  goatskins, 
45,414  ks.  copper.  2,290  bags  of  flour,  6,477  salted 
hides,  799  salted  horse  do,  S  bales  sheepskins, 
15,292  ks.  lead,  4,087  bags  of  maize. 

— The  treasury  balance  for  September  has  just 
been  published.  The  eventuates  or  sundry  ex- 
penses item  for  this  month  amounts  to  no  less  than 
5108,147,  or  over  .£20,000  for  unauthorized  anil 
extraordinary  expenses,  not  in  the  budget !  The 
minister  of  war,  as  usual,  is  responsible  for  the 
larger  portion  or  $43,321,  the  ministry  of  govern- 
ment being  not  far  behind  with  $36,070,  and  the 
other  three  ministries  making  up  the  balance. 
Amongst  the  items  we  find  $1 7,61 1  in  the  ministry 
of  government  iarnot  specified.— 'Montevideo  Times, 
February  glh. 

—The  air  is  again  full  of  revolutionary  rumours 
and  reports  of  arrests  and  of  precautionary  mea- 
sures. All  this-is  uncomfortable  enough,  but  it 
has  been  not  uncommon  of  late,  under  the  present 
government,  and  therefore  we  must  hope  that,  as 
on  former  occasions,  the  scare  will  pass  away 
without  coming  to  anything  serious.  The  situation 
is  very  had  and  the  outlook  very  hopeless,  but  we 
do  not  think  either  are  to  be  improved  by  a  revo- 
lution, on  the  contrary,  a  disturbance  would  pro- 
bably make  matters  even  worse.  —  .Montevideo 
limes,  February  10th. 

—Some  years  ago  a  distinguished  Argentine 
writer  paraphrased  a  well-known  European  pro- 
verb  ancnt  the  Russian,  by  saying  that  underneath 
the  frock-coat  of  the  Argentine  there  still  lay 
hidden  the  knife  of  the  gaucho.  His  meaning  we 
take  to  be  that,  under  the  thin  veneer  of  civilization, 
the  outward  and  visible  signs  of  which  are  broad- 
cloth, silk  hats  and  patent  leather  boots,  there  still 
lurks  a  semi-civilized  or  even  barbarous  spirit. 
The  disgraceful  scenes  which  occurred  at  last 
Sunday's  elections  in  Buenos  Aires  bear  incon- 
trovertible witness  to  the  still  living  truth  of  his 
saying  and  show  how  shallow  indeed  is  the  boasted 
civilization  which  can  so  easily  degenerate  into 
scenes  of  shameful  fraud  and  brutal  violence. — 
Montevideo  Times,  Feb.  nth. 

—On  Sunday,  (Feb.  7th)  the  free  and  inde- 
pendent electors  of  the  capital  of  this  glorious 
democratic  republic  were  invited  to  exercise  the 
great  privilege  conferred  upon  them  by  the  con-, 
stitution  of  electing  citizens  to  represent  them  in 
Congress—  there/ore,  policemen  armed  with  swords 
and  revolvers  were  placed  at  all  the  street  corner-, 
the  polling  places  were  occupied  by  strong  detach- 
ments of  police,  and  policemen  armed  with 
Remingtons  were  posted  on  the  roofs  of  the 
adjoining  houses.    The  fire  brigade,  fully  armed, 

as  concentrated  in  the  central  police  department, 
and  the  troops  of  the  garrison  were  missed  just 
outside  the  city.     Every  citizen  elector  was  also 

med  with  a  revolver,  and  the  political  clubs 
swarmed  with  men  armed  with  rifles  and  revolvers 
and  eager  for  the  fray.  Under  these  promising 
circumstances,  the  sovereign  people  declared  its 
will,  the  result  being  that  each  of  the  opposing 
parties  claims  the  victory.  The  returns  of  the 
killed  and  wounded  are  as  yet  incomplete.— 
Buenos  Aires  Herald. 


Provincial  Notes 

—The  municipal  elections  have  been  postponed 
in  Bahia. 

—The  meeting  of  the  Rio  Grande  convention  has 
been  postponed  to  May  1st, 

—If  competition  reduces  prices,  governing  ought 
to  be  cheap  in  Matto  Grosso. 

—The  Jomal  do  Povo  of  Piracicaba  says  that  the 
postmaster  at  Santa  Maria  has  run  away  with 
4,000$. 

—The  president  of  S.  Paulo  has  authorized  the 
organization  of  a  battalion  of  volunteers  at 
Campinas. 

—A  telegram  from  Para  states  that  the  castanha 
crop  will  be  much  diminished  this  year  because  of 
the  raids  of  the  Indians. 

-The  people  of  Pouso  Alegre  held  a  meeting  on 
the  15th  and  voted  resolutions  against  the  division 
of  the  state  of  M  inas  Geraes . 

—The  governor  of  S.  Paulo  has  authorized  the 
municipal  council  of  Piracicaba  to  organize  a  civic 
guard  for  the  defence  of  the  republic. 

—In  Bahia  the  officers  of  the  9th  and  16th  bat- 
talions arc  going  to  issue  an  address  to  the  electors 
asking  them  not  to  vote  for  military  men. 

—The  withdrawal  of  ex-President  Cesario  Alvim 
from  Ouro  Preto  on  the  17th  inst.  was  made  the 
occasion  of  a  great  demonstration  in  his  honor, 

—Two  musk-melons  weighing  15^  kilos  each 
have  been  on  exhibition  in  K10  Grande  do  Sul. 
They  were  grown  on  the  Ilha  dos  Marinheiros. 

—A  telegram  o  the  18th  from  Porto  Alegre 
says  that  a  body  of  Castilho's  partisans,  commanded 
by  Barao  do  Toropy,  was  defeated  at  Quarahim. 

—The  prisoners  in  the  jail  at  Limeira,  S.  Paulo, 
have  struck  for  better  rations.  They  vow  that, 
unless  their  fare  improves,  they  will  never  eat 
again. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  17th  says  that 
advices  from  Ladario  confirm  the  news  of  a  revolt 
at  Corumba,  and  that  the  revolutionists  are  moving 
on  Cuyaba. 

—On  the  15th  a  police  force,  and  on  the  16th  a 
detachment  of  50  soldiers  of  the  31st  battalion  left 
Ouro  Preto  for  Vicosa,  where  the  municipal  coun- 
cil had  been  deposed. 

—A  Porto  Alegre  telegram  of  the  15th  says  that 
at  Cacapava  a  band  of  partisans  of  Julio  de  Cas- 
tilhos  was  defeated  with  the  loss  oY  some  of  their 
number,  including  their  leader  Astrogildo  Costa. 

—A  telegram  of  the  16th  from  Ceara  states  that 
the  federal  troops  have  been  withdrawn  Irom  the 
capital  to  Maranguape  and  that  a  collision  between 
the  governor's  partisans  and  his  enemies  was 
hourly  expected.  The  collision  took  place  that 
evening,  tlie  students  of  the  military  school  attack- 
ing  the  governor's  palace  with  rifles  and  artillery. 
After  13  hours'  firing  the  governor  surrendered, 
having  lost  13  men  killed  and  many  wounded. 
The  students  lost  one  killed  and  a  few  wounded. 
The  palace  was  left  in  ruins.  The  state  govern- 
ment was  turned  over  to  Col.  Bezzeril. 

—At  the  request  of  the  minister  of  Chili  the 
governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  reinstated  the  two 
police  officers  who  had  been  dismissed  for  insult- 
ing that  minister.     They  can  now  try  the  game  on 

another  diplomat. 

—A  cavalry  lieutenant,  Manoel  Joaquim 
Machado,  left  for  Santa  Calharina  on  the  17th  to 
assume  the  provisional  administration  of  that 
state.  There'll  be  a  chance  for  the  sergeants  and 
corporals  a  little  later  on. 

-On  the  18th  inst.  Gen.  Clarindo  de  Queiroz, 
the  deposed  governor  of  Ceara,  took  passage  on 
ihe  steamer  Espirito  Santo  for  this  city.  He  is 
accompanied  by  Councillor  Rodrigues,  Junr.,  Dr. 
Samuel  and  several  of  his  relatives, 

—At  S.  Luiz,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  a  body  of 
Julio  de  Castilho's  partisans  under  Gen.  Francisco 
de  Lima,  Senator  Pinheiro  Machado  and  Col. 
Apparicio  dispersed  on  the  approach  of  a  detach- 
ment of  the  governor's  troops  and  took  refuge  in 
Uruguay. 


—There  were  183  deaths  in  Para  during  the 
month  of  January. 

—The  governor  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  hes  issued 
orders  for  disbanding  the  volunteers, 

—The  gubernatorial  election  in  Alagfias'  appears 
to  have  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Dr.  Gabino  Be- 
souro. 

—The  January  exports  of  rubber  at  Para  amoun- 
ted to  1,802,331  kilogrammes,  of  which  820,353 
came  from  the  state  ofAmazonas   and  28,438  from 

Peril. 

—It  seems  to  be  decided  in  Bahia  that  ex-Sen- 
ator Saraiva  will  be  the  candidate  of  all  parties  for 
the  governorship  in  the  election  to  be  held  on 
March  20th. 

—A  telegram  from  Pernambuco  on  the  2lst  says 
that  the  people  in  great  part  kept  away  from  the 
polls  in  the  election  of  that  day.  This  is  called  a 
victory  for  the  boys  who  "won't  play." 

— There  was  a  serious  row  at  Vicosa,  Minas, 
last  week,  and  the  chiel  of  police  of  that  state 
went  to  the  scene  of  disturbance  with  100  soldiers, 
When  he  arrived  there  he  found  nothing  but  pease 
and  hominy. 

—The  receipts  of  the  S.  Paulo  post  office  last 
year,  from  all  sources,  amounted  to  275,335$8"33 
in  the  capital  and  554,233$790  in  the  agencies 
throughout  the  state,  making  a  total  of  829,569$. 
623.    The  total  in  1890  was  6S2,264$683. 

— The  contractor  of  the  Ypiranga  lottery  monu- 
ment in  S.  Paulo  has  brought  a  suit  for  the  pay- 
ments  due  him  for  work  done  up  to  the  present. 
It  is  stated  that  the  unfinished  monument  is 
threatened  with  sale  at  auction  for  raising  money 
to  meet  these  payments. 

—On  the  15th  the  Nictheroy  police  arrested  a 
quack  called  Juca  Breves.  His  office  was  full  of 
patients  at  the  time  and  many  of  them  ran  away, 
out  the  police  arrested  74,  They  also  arrested  a 
doctor  who  receives  20$  for  lending  his  name  two 
days  in  the  week  to  the  quack. 

—Dr.  Rodolpho  Faria  telegraphs  from  Ouro 
Preto  that  he  is  now  wilting  to  accept  the  gover- 
norship of  Minas  do  Sul,  which  he  had  at  first 
declined,  and  that  he  counts  on  the  protection  of 
Gens.  Campos  Salles  and  Glyceric  In  case  of 
war  will  these  two  generals  take  the  field  ? 

—The  minister  of  justice  has  received  a  telegram 
from  Col.  Luiz  Eenedicto,  dated  the  12th  inst., 
informing  him  that  the  sender  of  the  telegram  is 
supported  by  a  majority  of  the  people,  of  Matto 
Gosso  who  rejoice  to  see  right  and  justice  restored, 
that  he  has  triumphed  over  the  revolt  and  that  peace 
reigns  supreme  at  Cuyaba. 

— According  10  news  received  from  Corumhi  the 
revolutionary  expedition  reached  Cuyaba  on  the  1st 
inst.  and  deposed  Gov.  Murtinho,  appointing  a 
junta  composed  of  Cols.  Marques  Fortes,  Hene- 
dicto  and  Major  Annibal  da  Matta.  Consequently 
Matto  Grosso  now  has  one  appointed  governor, 
two  elected  governors  and  one  revolutionary  junta 
Is  it  possible  that  Matto  Grosso  requires  so  much 
governing  ? 

—On  the  18th  the  court  of  appeals  at  Porto 
Alegre,  Rio  Grande,  granted  a  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  in  favor  of  Judge  Salustiano  Orlando.  It 
was  proceeding  to  action  on  the  applications  made 
by  Cols.  Joao  Pinto  and  Carvalho,  when  the  spec- 
tators began  to  hiss  and  the  court  adjourned,  A 
number  of  persons  then  called  on  the  governor 
asking  him  to  abolish  the  court,  which  he  accor- 
dingly did.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  this 
is  the  independence  of  the  courts  which  the  consti- 
tution refers  to. 

—On  January  30th  the  public  prosecutor  at  Pari 
formally  denounced  the  directors  of  the  Companhia 
Mercantil  for  fraudulent  transactions  in  connection 
with  the  management  of  that  company.  He 
charges  that  they  obtained  money  under  false  pre- 
tensions and  that  they  committed  various  frauds 
through  the  medium  of  clandestine  transactions. 
The  company  was  organized  to  control  the  rubber 
trade,  and  at  one  time  secured  a  bonus  on  all  exp- 
orts from  the  state  government  which,  had  it  not 
been  suppressed  in  obedience  to  the  protests  of 
foreign  nouses,  would  have  made  it  master  of  the 
situation. 


Railroad    Notes 


—At  some  of  the  stations  on  the  Rio  Claro 
railway  there  is  said  to  be  still  coffee  that  was  de- 
livered there  for  shipment  in  November. 

—At  Santos  on  the  16th  350  laborers  began  wmk 
on  the  English  railway  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
(he  damage  caused  by  the  rioters. 

— We  learn  through  a  private  letter  that  a  fast 
express  was  stalled  between  Santos  and  Sao  Paulo 
on  the  19th,  as  an  experiment,  We  are  confident 
that  it  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  lo  Santos 
business  men  if  they  would  make  use  of  it.  Why 
not  try  our  suggestion  as  to  a  boarding-house  at 
some  convenient  point  on  ihe  serta  section  ? 


The  directors  of  the  Royal  Mail  Company  have 
had  under  their  consideration  the  case  of  the  men 
of  the  Moselle,  the  steamer  which  was  wrecked 
some  time  ago  oft  Colon.  Their  pay  stopped 
immediately  on  the  vessel  striking,'  and  all  of  them 
lost  the  whole  of  their  sea-going  kit,  and  had  to 
encounter  dire  hardships  before  reaching  Colon . 
The  directors  have  determined,  in  view  of  the 
conduct  of  the  men,  to  give  them  half-pay  from  the 
time  the  vessel  struck  until  the  men  were  landed  at 
Southampton.  This  decision,  which  affects  over  a 
hundred  men,  has  been  received  with  the  greatest 
satisfaction  at  Southampton .  — Liverpool  Journal 
of  Commerce,  January  25th.

Clodovaldo  da  Fonseca  nephews  of  Gen  Deodoro 
da  Fonseca,  have  declared  through  the  press 
that  they  thoroughly  concur  with  the  naval 
officers  who  disobeyed  the  order  of  tbe  government 
to  assist  in  deposing  the  president  of  Amazonas.

That  poor  old  constitution  is  made  respon- 
sible for  a  great  many  inexcusable  and  irrational 
deeds,  but  a  compensation  is  found  in  ignoring  it 
whenever  It  is  found  convenient. 

—Col.  Joao  Jose  Conea  de  Moraes,  contractor 
for  navigation  of  the  river  Araguaya,  has  asked 
the  government  to  relieve  him  of  the  obligation  ol 
reluming  to  the  public  treasury  the  sum  of  25,000$ 
that  be  had  received,  to  declare  his  contract  still  in 
force  and  to  pay  him  damages  lor  losses  occa- 
sioned by  the  interruption  in  the  execution  of  that 
contract;  but  tbe  minister  of  agriculture  refuses  to 
accede  to  this  and  maintains  the  decisions  of  his 
predecessors  in  regard  to  this  contract, 

—  It  is  singular  what  vitality  a  falsehood  possesses. 
There  are  still  people  who  believe  and  repeat  ihe 
falsehood  ihat  the  officers  of  the  Baltimore  acted  as 
spies  for  Balmaceda  when  the  revolutionists  landed 
at  Quin teros  bay,  although  it  has  been  proved  that 
the  landing  was  generally  known  in  Valparaiso  be- 
fore tbe  Baltimote  left.  And  there  are  others  whose 
prejudices  against  the  United  States  lead  them  to 
excuse  the  murderous  attack  on  llie  sailors  of  the 
Baltimote  in  Valparaiso  and  to  falsely  charge  these 
with  being  drunk  and  disorderly.  Three 
months  later,  120  of  them  went  ashore  in  Ran 
Francisco  on  liberty,  and  of  these  only  two  got 
drunk.  The  attack  on  the  American  sailors  was 
premeditated  and  war  nines  were  given  in  advance 
Ihat  they  would  be  attacked.  The  United  States 
did  perfectly  right  in  demanding  reparation. 

—\\\\\\eyornal  do  CommerciomA  Patz  of  the 
19th  there  appeared  a  statement  that  the  navy  had 
telegraphed  to  the  naval  officers  in  Amazonas  dis- 
approving ol  iheir  refusal  to  obey  the  order  of  the 
government  lor  deposing  the  president  of  that 
state.  On  the  following  day,  however,  there  was 
published  in  the  papers  a  communication,  pur- 
porting to  be  from  37  naval  officers,  denouncing 
that  statement  as  false  and  infamous  and  chal- 
lenging those  papers  to  publish  the  names  of  the 
persons  who  were  guilty  of  "so  base  ami  shameful 
an  act  as  to  send  such  a  telegram."  The  authors 
of  the  communication  say  that  the  conduct  of  the 
officers  in  Amazonas  was  perfectly  correct  and 
that,  if  to  defend  a  legal  governor  constitutes  an 
act  of  insubordination,  then  it  is  best  to  disband 
the  naval  forces  which,  they  add,  are  under  the 
domination  of  "disgusting  positivism,"
